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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections • 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 

obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1-10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being obvious over Pinnau 
et al(5670051) taken together with Kim et al(6706771). 

The applied reference(Kim et al) has a common assignee and inventor with the 
instant application. Based upon the earlier effective U.S. filing date of the reference, it 
constitutes prior art only under 35 U.S.C. 102(e). This rejection under 35 U.S.C: 103(a) 
might be overcome by: (1) a showing under 37 CFR 1.132 that any invention disclosed 
but not claimed in the reference was derived from the inventor of this application and is 
thus not an invention "by another"; (2) a showing of a date of invention for the claimed 
subject matter of the application which corresponds to subject matter disclosed but not 
claimed in the reference, prior to the effective U.S. filing date of the reference under 37 
CFR 1 . 1 31 ; or (3) an oath or declaration under 37 CFR 1 . 1 30 stating that the application 
and reference are currently owned by the same party and that the inventor named in the 
application is the prior inventor under 35 U.S.C. 104, together with a terminal disclaimer 
in accordance with 37 CFR 1.321(c). This rejection might also be overcome by showing 
that the reference is disqualified under 35 U.S.C. 103(c) as prior art in a rejection under 
35 U.S.C. 103(a). See MPEP § 706.02(l)(1) and § 706.02(l)(2). 
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Pinnau et al teaches a facilitated transport membrane for separation of alkene 
hydrocarbons from hydrocarbon mixtures(column 4 lines 13-21), comprising a porous 
support(column 13 lines 66-67) and a solid polymer electrolyte consisting of a transition 
metal salt(column 6 lines54-57, column 8 lines 30-45, column 8 lines 54-57, column 9 
lines 5-15) and a polymer(column 7 lines 25-67). Pinnau et al is silent as to a solid 
polymer electrolyte consisting of a transition metal salt and a polymer having a phthalic 
structure. Kim et al teaches a facilitated transport polymer membrane including a 
porous support and solid polymer electrolyte including a transition metal salt(Silver) and 
a monomer having phthalic structure. It would have been obvious to someone of 
ordinary skill in the art at the time of the invention to substitute a structure of phthaltic 
structure for the polymer of Pinnau et al in order to enable chleation of the transition 
metal ion to the phthalate, thereby improving the stability and performance of the 
membrane(column 2 lines 22-25). Examiner notes Pinnau et al teaches use of polymer 
structures for coordination with a transition metal ion, therefore it would have been 
obvious to someone of ordinary skill in the art at the time of the invention to use a well 
known polymer having phthalic structure to enable chleation of the transition metal ion 
to the phthalate, thereby improving the stability and performance of the membrane. 

Pinnau et al further teaches wherein a cation of the transition metal salt has the 
electronegativity of 1 .6-2.3(see list in Table 1 (column 9). Pinnau et al further teaches 
wherein the transition metal is one selected from the group in claim 3(see Table 1 , 
column 8, noting the list is not limited to those in table 1). Pinnau et al further teaches 
wherein an anion of the transition metal salt is one selected from the group in claim 5 
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(see Table 1 , column 9, noting the list is not limited to those in table 1). Pinnau et al 
further teaches wherein the porous support is a porous polymer membrane.
